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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-21 are allowed. Claims 2 and 6 define a friction stir welding process for 
the manufacture of a capacitor (with a plurality of metal foils and insulating layers) 
where connecting portions are welded to positive and negative external electrodes by 
friction stir welding; where the connecting portions do not have the insulating material 
between the foils and either a reinforcing or welding base material placed on one 
side/adjacent to the stacked connecting portions. The prior art as a whole fails to 
anticipate or fairly render obvious this process. The closest prior art, Ichimura et al. (JP 
2004-79769) connects metal foil 3 of a capacitor to an electrode 1 however does not 
have a plurality of foils or insulating layers and the connecting portions include the 
insulating material 4 (see figure 1a, abstract).
